Contract, -Says Drew 

Col. Drew Raises Issue in 
Macleans; Minister of De¬ 
fence Replies; Drew Again 
Comes Back

* TEN YEARS AGO 
Friday, September 7th, 1928 
Light snowfall was reported on 
Sept, &h, holding up harvesting op¬ 
erations. 

Movie and still pictures of the har¬ 
vesting operations around Vulcan 
were being taking by W. J. Oliver of 
Calgary for the Dominion government 
Frank Jackson of Winnipeg and 
Louis Kwiczak of Drumheller were 
headliners in a boxing bout sponsored 
by the Legion. 

Efforts were being made to organ¬ 
ize talent for a hockey team. 

Drs. Carson and Burke moved to 
their new offices in the Carson block. 

The annual golf club-dance was be¬ 
ing held that week. . , 

An extra payment of 3*4 cents a 
bushel on special bin grain and 4 
cents a bushel on cash wheat handled 
by the Wheat Pool in 1927 was being 
made. This extra dividend meant 
that $10,000 would be distributed in 
Vulcan district. 


A lively tempest has been created 
oi lute by an article by Col. Drew in 
a recent Macleans asserting excess 
profits in connection with the allot¬ 
ment of a machine gun contract. Hon 
tan Mackenzie has replied through the 
press to Col. Drews charges, and 
Col. Drew again supports his conten¬ 
tions. The latest stage is Mr. Mack¬ 
enzie’s statement that the Public Ac¬ 
counts committee will be given oppor¬ 
tunity for a thorough probe into the 
Bren Gun contract. 

The profiteering of war years in 
Canada has left the public embittered 
and very suspicious. Any suggestion 
of a revival of this execrable cus¬ 
tom ■ is very inflammable material. 
Considering the whole controversy, 
the Lethbridge Herald takes a view 
which many will regard as worthy 
of consideration. 

The Herald says: “Canada is spend¬ 
ing today more millions on defence 
than at any time except during the 
Great War. Reluctantly we have, 
along with the Mother country, been 
forced to accept the fact that gang¬ 
ster nations threaten the peace of 
the whole world. We are being forced 
to re-arm in the modern manner. 

“One of the scandals of Canada’s 
participation in the Great War was 
the profiteering on war contracts. It 
is still a stench in the nostrils of all 
good Canadians. Such scandals must 
not be repeated in even small de¬ 
gree in Canada’s re-armament pro¬ 
gram. No Government at Ottawa 
could maintain itself in power if the 
public got the idea that it was allow¬ 
ing profiteering in contracts for 
munitions. 

“The other day Col. George Drew, 
a veteran of the last war, made a sav¬ 
age attack upon the Ottawa Govern¬ 
ment and the Minister of Defence in 
connection with the contract signed 
recently for the manufacture of 7000 
Bren machine guns foi the Canadian 
army. Col. Drew charged among 
other things that the contract between 
the Government and a company de¬ 
veloped by Col. Hahn was improvi¬ 
dent in that it allowed for what he 
termed excessive profits. He also 
charged that the public had not been 
formed of the seLup of the manu¬ 
facturing company, the names of the 
directors made public being the names 
inly of “dummy” directors. 

“Hon. Ian Mackenzie, Minister of 
Defence, immediately answered Col 
Drew. He stated that there was noti¬ 
ng secret about the contract; that the 
terms of the contract were in th* 
hands of every Member of Parliament 
while the House was in session last 
spring, and that an investigation 
could have been made then, before the 
contract was signed. He claimed 
that, so far as profits are concerned, 
the contract specifically provides for 
limitation strictly to 10 per cent, over 
actual cost, and that in figuring coats 
many items of overhead were not to

Cockroft Continues 
In Legislature 


Electors of Stettler Constit¬ 
uency Urgently Request 
Him to Retain His Seat in 
the House 


Charles Cockroft, former provincial 
treasurer has decided to postpone his 
intended resignation from Alberta 
Legislature. He was elected as Soc¬ 
ial Credit member for Stettler, was 
named provincial treasurer at forma¬ 
tion of government -in August 1935 
and resigned January 31, 1937, as a 
result of disagreement over certain 
policies of the Aberhart government. 
Returning from a recent tour of his 


riding he finds the people generally 
approve of his stand in the House. 

Mr. Cockroft adds that "since the 
disallowance of all the legislation af¬ 
fecting thfe- rights and privileges oi 
all British citizens—particularly thi 
unquestionable right of access to the 
courts—no effective benefit could en- 
[sue by having the electorate decide 
the matter at the polls. 

"Out of respect for those who con 
sider that I should keep my seat in 
the house, 1 feel that I must withhold 
my decision for some little time long-

Merely Precautionary Meas¬ 
ures, But Europe Watches 
Closely 


France has moved a number of her 
,000,000 trained reserves to the 


troops to the new Siegfried 
line of fortifications across the bor¬ 
der. France is ready in case Hitler 
decides to use „ force v - against the 
Czechs. 

The Sudeten party in Czecho Slo¬ 
vakia has re-demanded full territor¬ 
ial autonomy. 

In his opening address at Nureni- 
burg on Monday, Herr Hitler made no 
reference to the Czecho Slovakian sit¬ 
uation. If Hitler should say anything 
vital on Czechoslovakia’s dispute with 
her autonomy-demanding Sudeten 
German minority, government spokes¬ 
men insisted it would be in his speech 
on the night of September 12 when 
the convention closes. 

The London Stock Exchange was 
quiet as traders, uneasily watching 
the strained diplomatic situation 
growing out of the German-Czech- 
slovakian situation, quoted lower pri¬ 
ces, although gold mining shares and 
United States corporate issues picked 
up a bit toward the close.

They will be 
home on holidays in subsequent years, and a number may 
find employment in the district, but the great majority 
are now taking the first step that carries them from home 
and the old familiar environment. Pretty soon High River 
will be relegated by them to a sentimental corner of theii 
minds, as “the old home town.” In the natural course of 
•vents, they will return home less frequently as years pass 
iy, and many will be called to occupations in far-off parts 
of the world. Whatever the future may hold for them it is 
to be hoped that their memories of the old home district 
will be happy, and that the influences which so far have 
guided their lives, will provide them with high standards 
for the future years when they must make their own 
decisions. 

There is no escaping the fact that the rural districts and 
’.mail towns are the nurseries of the nation. Here children 
ire born, and brought up as a rule with substantial fam¬ 
ily background, are provided with good schools and all 
facilities available for development of mind and body. 
Parents carry gladly the expense^ anxjety and satisfac¬ 
tion of bringing them to the verge of adult life. And after 
.hat, mral oportunities are too few for the numbers to be 
■bsorbed, and a large proportion go forth into the larger 
ields beyond. They assume responsibilities and leadership 
n many different phases of national life. This country 
ursery is enriching to the nation, but it is constantly be- 
ng depleted of some of the best and brightest oncomers. 

There are two periods in the lives of young people which 
ring a break in family ties. The first is when they start 
o school, the second is when they leave home to seek their 
>wn fortunes or to continue their education. Many a par- 
-nt is saddened by the inevitable changes which these two 
•jeriods are bringing.

But the problem of finding markets is made more signi¬ 
ficant when one reads the production of countries which 
are never mentioned as wheat growing lands.

To induce 
world buyers to purchase all we are 
producing, I am forced to conclude, 
we must try for two things; 

First to improve the quality of our 
wheat; and secondly for all of us to¬ 
gether to strive unceasingly to per¬ 
suade the Dominion government to 
reduce tariffs, all so that foreign peo¬ 
ple can sell more of their own goods 
in Canada, and by this obtain more 
Canadian dollars.

World Wheat State 
From Pool Budget 

Items on world wheat from the 
Wheat Fool Budget. 

Dr. Conrad Meyer, professor of ag¬ 
riculture at Berlin- University, stated 
last week that any Canadian wheat 
surplus wil] find a ready market in 
Germany. He said Germany has an 
excellent wheat crop this year but the 
government w6uld import wheat to 
build tip reserves against a possible 
crop failure. 

Latest estimates place the Italian 
w heat crop at 240 million to 256 mil¬ 
lion bushels, compared with a yield of 
296 million last year. 

Wheat stock in Canada on July 31, 
1938 was 23,411,171 bushels. In 1937 
the same date it. was 32,537,991 bush¬ 
els. 

Iloumania, Yu go Slavia and Hun¬ 
gary will have a large amount of 
wheat tor export, with increased yield 
this year and about 100 million bush¬ 
els for export. Bulgaria will have 
little for export. 

The Durum producers, Italy, Al¬ 
geria, Morocco and Tunisia will have 
the same amount as last year with 
little for export. 

Hungary has started a billion dol¬ 
lar, five-year-plan to encourage agri¬ 
culture, mainly as part of national 
defense. 

Argentine has made a great effort 
to raise its standards of wheat in.the 
last few years, eliminating mixed 
varieties. Although production is rela¬ 
tively t ot great, it ranks second to 
Canada jn volume exported. 

United States is counting on the 
second largest crop on record with 
955,989,000 bushels. In 1915, it pro¬ 
duced one billion bushels. 

The International Institute of Ag¬ 
riculture, Rome, places the Australian 
wheat ccreage at 14,178,000 compared 
with 13,807,000 in 1937-38.

be considered. He also told the public 
that the -Canadian contract is 
exactly (.arallel to a contract between 
the Hahn company and the BriUsh 
Government, indicating that, if Great 
Britain, with its wide experience in 
arms cpntracts, was satisfied with the 
undertaking which would result in 
Bren guns being made in Canada, 
there is little reason for the Canadian 
people tr. fear undue profit-taking. 

“Col. Drew is, of course, a very po¬ 
litically ambitious young man. He is 
spoken o< as likely successor of Hon, 
Earl Rowe as Ontario Conservative 
leader, and a little limelight at thi. 
time will do him no particular harm. 
For that reason his charges are like¬ 
ly to be discounted in the public mind.
